ing life and Its problems. 

FARM ADVICE SENT FOR 
EXPENSES. 

In co-operation with the Provincial 
Tirpartment of Agriculture, the college 
will send during' tin' summer months 
a drainage adviser to any farm In I he 
Province of Quebec. The adviser will 
make a survey of the farm and pre- 
parc n plan of (he drainage system 
suited to it, showing the local ion and 
grade of the drains, the number and 
size of tile, etc. The adviser will 
show the farmer how to dig the drain, 
lay the Hie, make the joints, and |n- 
stal his own system of drainage. 
These services are offered without 
charge, the farmer for Whom the sur- 
vey is made being required, however, 
to pay the travelling expenses and 
accommodate the adviser while at his 
work.

Prof. L. S. Klinck Has Been Named to Take Charge of British 
Columbia University Department of Agriculture 



The Hoard of Governor* of the new 
I University of Mr 1 fish Columbia has 
ratified the appointment fif Professor 
j Leonard S Klinck, of Macdouatd Col- 
jlege, as Itean of Ihe Agricultural He- 
part ment. 

In arranging lo secure Professor 
Klinck. the Isiard has obtained <>ne of 
the most emiie-nl men in the world 
in scientific agriculture. Born in On- 



tario in IKÎ7. he is a graduate of On- 
tario Agricultural f'o'lege and a M.S.A 
of Iowa Stale Univ ratty, where Tor 
tw-i jeors he was professor of field 
crops. Since I9fl«, when Mir William 
M.-icdoriald selected him for research 
work in cereal hnaba.idry. he has been 
aitaciied to the MaediMMiM Cottes*.

Some 
of the strains of corn, heuns and alf- 
alfa produced by I'rofessor Klinck are 
being given to the farmers of tjuebeo 
for the first lime this year, Mis re- 
search work In developing strains of 
fodder, such «s timothy, clover, vetches 
and alfalfa is expected to be of Im- 
mense benefit to the farmers of Hrllifh 
Columbia,

to Other Regiments Going Abroad
